Delmer, who employed him as his 
assistant, and he took up residence in the 
Dritish Embassy in Madrid. 


British M.P.'s 


From this on he was able to see what he 
wanted of the war without being involved 
in the actual fighting. When the party of 
British M.P.’s arrived he conducted them 
around the city. He was able to visit the 
Knglish contingent fairly often, and saw 
just before their numbers were 
decimated by an attack on Christmas Day, 
in which they were isolated. On a trip 
back from the lines his car was overturned 
and he was wounded, but not seriously. 
Soon after this he left Spain and returned 
to Paris. 

There Mr. Scott Watson's adventures 
seem to end. He recounts his exploits with 
a glib indifference to veracity and a joyful 
lust for sensation ; the deeper social issues 
of the war are beyond him, just as are the 
political ones. Nevertheless, this is 
efficient journalism. Whether it is the 
best light in which to see the Spanish war 
is questionable.

T HS month’s editorial commentary on 

the Constitution is a particularly 
sane piece of political writing, and a just 
diagnosis of the relation between the fire- 
works of the hustings and the final ad- 
ministrative result. 

Eric Gill concludes his ‘‘ Ownership 
and Industrialism.’’ Mr. Gill carries the 
indictment of capitalism from the point of 
view of Catholic social principles to un- 
precedented lengths, but not beyond 
orthodoxy, as was proved by the recent 
controversy in the Catholic Herald, in 
which he was defended by Father Victor 
White, O.P. 

Other interesting features include

OW closely Mr. Teeling’s views agree 
with those of his c0-religionists in 
Great Britain it is difficult for an Ivrish- 
man to know, but, judging from the 
reviews of his book which have appeare 
in the English Roman Catholic Press, he 
has succeeded in shocking clerical opinion, 
He has written the things which, 
apparently, should not have been written, 
and has thrown doubt upon the infalli- 
bility of the Pope in non-spiritual things, 
Be that as it may, his treatment of the 
subject of the Vatican and politics can 
scarcely be described as disrespectful, and. 
a non-Catholic reader of his book is left. 
with an increased admiration for Pius XI, 
as a man and an appreciation of tha 
dificulties he has faced in the years of his 
pontificate, | 
The book deals with virtually the entirg 
world, but two of Mr. Teeling’s points 
are so surprisingly outspoken that the rest 
of his work seems insignificant in com- 
parison. His references to the Vatican 
relations with Italy under Mussolini and 
to the growing influence of American 
Catholicism have been criticised and 
attacked, but his account of the Corona- 
tion of Pope Pius XI., which is told with 
a great deal of religious feeling, and his 


| stirring chapter upon Father Ratti as a 


mountaineer seem to have been dismissed 
as inconsequential. There are parts of 
the book which must impress those who 
are not Roman Catholics with a feeling 
that we all must co-operate for peace and 
for the genera] good of mankind, which 
stimulate sympathy for the idea of 
Christian unity, but Mr. Teeling seems to 
have been given little credit for the fact 
that he helps Protestants to understand 
Catholicism in a friendly and sincere way. 


Europe’s Need 


Actually, when one reflects upon the 
book as a whole, one concludes that the 
Vatican is not taking a very great part in 
politics after all. Might it not be a better 
thing for the world if it did? Europe to- 
day needs a lead from somewhere. It that 
lead came from the Vatican it probably 
would be welcomed as sincerely in 
Protestant countries as it would in 
Catholic. Unfortunately, it seems that 
the Pope, while Italy is under a dictator- 
ship, canrot take the strong attitude to 
the doctrine of totalitarianism that demo- 
cratic countries desire, and it may be that 
Pius XI. himself is not unfavourable to 
Fascism as it exists in Italy. It is Mr. 
Teeling’s case that Ita]:an influence is far 
too great in the affairs of the Roman 
Catholic Church. More than half the 
Cardinals are Italians. Would Mussolini 

rmit them to elect a non-Italian Pope? 

ustria once possessed the right of veto in 
Papal elections. Is Italy now claiming 
that privilege? 

The Pope failed to condemn Italy’s 
aggression in Abyssinia. Against that it 
might be said that the Pope did not con- 
demn British aggression in South Africa. 
The two cases are not on all fours, but 
they are sufficiently similar to provide an 
argument for those who maintain that 
there was no obligation upon the Pope to 
join the rest of the world in censuring

The Vatican may have seen in Italy’s 
conquest of Abyssinia an opportunity for 
the extension of the Church in East Africa.

It has not suc- 
ceeded in converting the Vatican to a non- 
Italian point of view. 

“ America,” writes Mr; Teeling, “is 
ot nearly lost to the Catholic Church, and 
it is safe to say that in fifty years time 
the American democratic world wil] lead 
the Catholic Churth in numbers by a 
large majority. Will the Americans 
be content to take their orders from and 
pay their money to an Italian, when there 
is no reason whatever in the laws of the 
Church why an Italian must be Pope? 
The more the Catholic Church becomes 
identified with Fascism and the totali- 
tarian ideas of Italy, of Austria, and now 
of Franco’s Spain, the more will the New 
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Pius XI.

the Lake District,, Yorkshire to the 
Marches of Wales. He shows that alone 
among modern industries English farming 
possesses the happy knack of being able 
to use the newest appliances as soon as 
they become availabie, and at the same 
time continue to use the old things which. 
have proved of value through centuries of 
practice. Again he shows how the farmer 
changes from one kind of farming to 
another, as the market and other condi- 
tions demand. Because beef production 
has been such a hopeless business during 
the past six or seven years many a farmer 
has given up fattening beasts, and has 
bent his back to the more profitable busi- 
ness of milking cows. 

On the subject of dairy farming Mr.

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Whitman. By Edger Lee Masters. London: 
Scribners. 12/6 net. 


ALT WHITMAN is referred to in 
America to-day as “ the good, grey 
poet,” but it is hard to imagine, after 
treading Mr. - Masters’s conscientious 
account of him, what legend could have 
given rise to the second of those epithets. 
For there was nothing cerebral about 
Whitman. We get the notion of a hearty- 
vigorous, dynamic nature, a tornado of a 
man, teeming with Herculean energy, 
filled with a faith in mankind that had 
nothing of intellectual argument in it, 
and animated, body and soul, with enthu- 
siasms too organic to be the monepoly of 
the mind. 
“ Grau, tenrer Freund, ist all Theorie 
Und griin des Lebens gold’ner Baum.” 
But to Whitman, even Goethe suggested 
books. He carried ' the aroma of books 
about with him—seems to be a great 
man with books, by books, from books, 
Now whatever Shakespeare was or was 
not, he was not that sort of man: he 
came, with all his scholarship, direct from 
nature. To me that means oh! so much 
—to be rooted in an immediate fact.” It 
is Whitman speaking; and that is 
the impression we get of him, a man 
rooted in immediate facts, an “ imperial 
anarch,’’ a Jeffersonian democrat, a great 
Bridegroom of the Continent which was his 
nation, a champion of new words ,and 
American expressions, the poet of people, 
of crowds, of ne 
Mr. Lee Masters is a biographer rather 
than a critic. He presents his facts with 
self-effacing modesty, the handy-man 
behind the scenes, while Whitman comes 
forward on to the stage, to speak for him- 
self, through his journals, his notes, his 
refaces, his letters to his mother, to Mrs. 
ilchrist and his friends. We are given 
long excerpts from his conversations with 
Carpenter, ahd with Traubel. Great names 
crop up—Shakespeare, Virgil. Kant, 
Hegel, Ibsen. And gradually the 
psychology of the man, Whitman, de- 
velops, becomes plain to us. And all that. 
Mr. Masters has to do is to assign him a 
place in American Literature. hitman 
was the pioneer, the wielder of the Broad 
Axe: “ He felled to. some. extent the en- 
cumbering forest, and let later eyes see 
in part what the lay of the land was, what 
its resources were under the hills, and 


build beautiful cities of song, always 
definitely harmonious with the American 
landscape, always original and of a new 
age and a new land, and incapable of 
being known by any other designation save 
that they were American,”’

Excessive Excitement 


The work goes on. We are polishing 
linoleum (Linoleum) and surrounds, and 
dusting the skirting board thoroughly ; 
and so far there is nothing in Fraulein 
(Fran) Hollis’s directions of which I can 
complain. She has devised a brilliant 
plan of campaign ; but now we come to her 
first mistake. She says: | 

(8) Dust all pictures, books, and all 
ornaments, rub up any silver 
articles. 

(9) Shake duster frequently out of the

‘With everything going cn oiled 
wheels (getlte Rader) she was eager to 
finish off the job, and she put the cart 
before the horse (den Wagen vor dem 
Pferd). In view of her healthy excitement 
I can allow Fraulein (Frau) Hollis a little 
latitude; but I fear I cannot forgive her 
directions in the matter of the ornaments. 


The Damage is Done 


Here we have a young German girl in a 
strange house. Already she has extracted 
one ton of dust and/or other refuse from 
the drawing-room. She is hot and tired, 
struggling with an unfamiliar language, 
and she receives orders to dust all the 
ornaments, and to shake the duster out of 
the window. What more natural than that 
she should whistle the Staffordshire vase 
into thé onion bed, and set her duster 
(sehr sauber or not) upon the occasional 
table. It is too late now, Fraulein (Frau) 
Hollis, to warn her to be vorsichtig 
mit diesen Ornamenten.

This is a good little book, and if Fraulein 
(Frau) Hollis contemplates a second 
edition let me suggest to her how this 
section ought to be treated. 


Simplicity Itself

Campaign 
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Scots Mercenary Forces in Ireland (1565- 
1603). By Gerard A. Hayes-MeCoy, Ph.D. 
Lendon: Burnes. Gates and Washtourne. 
15/+ net. 


"HE main stream of development of 
Trish history has been described for us 
in broad outline by MacNeill and Curtis, 
and the task of filling in the details has 
been shouldered by historical students. of 
both universities. Thus we have had, to 
name but a few, Ryan's study on Irish 
Monasticism, Hogan's papers on the Law 
of Kingship and the Tricha Cét, tho late 
Donough Bryan’s great “Karl! of Kildare,”’ 
and Edwards’ ‘‘Church and State in Tudor 
Ireland.”’ 

Dr. Hayes-McCoy, who is a graduate of 
the National University, has now entered 
the field. He has made a detailed study 
of the Scottish mercenary forces which 
came to this country from the Outer Isles 
and the West Highlands during the second 
half of the sixteenth century. These forces 
were known to contemporaries as ‘‘ Red- 
shanks,’’ and their history has so far been 
neglected by both Scottish and Irish 
historians. The author, in addition to 
giving an account of their service in 
lreland, treats of their reaction on Scottish 


affairs and the effect of their presence in 


this country; he gives, as well, an intro- 
ductory description of the galléglaigh who 
preceded them. His treatment of these 
questions throws much light on Scottish 
Irish relations during the time of Hugh 
O'Neill. He anticipates criticism to a 
certain extent by his statement that he 
does not intend the present contribution 
to be final. It is to be feared, however, 
that he has failed to come to grips with 
his subject, and shows a lamentably im- 
perfect acquaintence with the Irish 
sources. 


Two Mottoes 


He has chosen two mottoes for his work, 
one of which is a quotation from Tadhg 
Dall, taken without acknowledgment from 

age 415 of O’Grady’s ‘‘ Catalogue of Trish 

MSS. ’’ in the British Museum, He is seem- 
ingly unaware that Miss E. Knott edited 
for the Irish Texts Society many years avo 
the definite edition of Tadhg Dall’s 
poems, A reference to Volume 1, pago 
116. and Volume 2, page 77, of this 
edition would have provided him with 
both correct text and translation ; 
O'Grady was working at Egerton ITI. 
only, and his text and translation are 
corrupt. In. the genealogical plates 
accompanying the text the T.C.D. MS. 
H.4.25 and the O’Clery and MacFirbris 
(sic!) books of genealogies in the Royal 
Irish Academy are hamed as sources. An 
examination of the Bibliography which, 
to quote Dr. Hayes-MeCoy, contains 
‘only such authorities as were used in. 
the compilation of this work,” fails to 
discover any of the three MSS, listed. 
Evidently, the author has never consulted 
them ; he is quoting them at secondhand, 
apparently from Paul Walsh’s book on 
the Clann Suibne, Incidentally, Hogan’s 
magnificent tables in his Kingship paper 
seem to have eluded his notice. 


Uncomfortable Reading 


A number of unfortunate. mannerisms. 
coupled with a ctmbersome prose style, 
tend to make the bcok wneomfortable 
reading. The surname O'Neill appears 
as O Neil throughout; the Earl of Tyrone 
is Hugh O Neil. . (But che publisher’s 
blurb has Hugh O'Neill! Quis custodiet 
, 1) The wunfortanate Shane is 
reduced to Sean O Neil, and Nial 
Glindubh shows that even the Christian 
names are not safe from the guillotine 
ment, Scott, excerpts from whom are 
quoted as chapter headings. in one or two 
cases, would have revelled in the follow. 
ing: ‘*‘ No treatise of the Tudor mer 
cenaries can be complete unless it is pre- 
fixed by a survey of the galléglaich. 
because the system under which these 
latter were hired and supported was the 
same as that which nourished the ‘ New 
Scots’ mercenaries, being evolved par 
ticularly by the galléglach families, who 
were thus the model and type of all mer- 
cenary institutions in Ireland, becatise the 
gallédglaigh fought side by side with, and 
were very often closely mixed up in their 
affairs with, the later Scots forces, and 
because, finally, a vast change in the 
[rish institutional system was working 
itself out coincident with the spread of 
the galléglaigh.’’ 

In spite of these defects the book bears 
evidence of wide research, and will prove 
of immense value to students of Scottish 
Irish relations. It contains a mass of 
information culled from documents 
hitherto unpublished or else dificult of 
access, The farther researches promised 
us by Dr. Hayes McCoy on the same sub- 
ject would be strenethened on the Irish 
side by a study of Marstrander’s articles 
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in the Norske Tidskrift, Craigie’s in the 
Zeitschrift fiir Celtische Philologie, and 
Bercin’s in “ Scottish Gaelie Studies ’’; 
he would then, perhaps, be inclined to 
pontificate less dogmatically on the | 
derivation of buannacht and urraghts. 


Simplification 


Hume without Tears 


Hume's Theory of Knowledge: A Critical 
Examination, By Constance Maund. London: 
Macmiilan. 12/6 net. 


AVID HUME, of Edinburgh, began 
the publication of his philgsophic 
works éxactly two hundred years ago. He 
holds a firm place in the history . of 
philosophy, though his theory of know. 
iedge and his doctrine of space and time 
have been passed by later thinkers and 
merely represent stages in the develop- 
ment of the Scottish school of thought. 
Dr. Maund's book is probably the best 
study of Hume ‘extant, and is likely to 
stand ‘unrivalled in thoroughness and fair- 
ness. Students of philosophy will find 
here, not pleasure, indeed, but a stern 
exercise of the reasonint faculty, and a 
helpful simplification of what is over. 
difficult in the philosopher himself,

AANY readers will remember. Sir 
Arthur Conan Doyle’s chapter on 
Hudson Lowe, the soldier who was given 
the horrid task of acting as jailer to 
Napoleon on St. Helena. Men have dealt 
harshly with Lowe; have represented him 
as a petty persecutor, mean towards 
majesty, Conan Doyle defended: him, 
showing ‘against what difficulties he 
laboured and how anxiously he strove to 
prevent a second Elba and a. second 
Hundred Days. The. book now before us 
is based mainly on Lowe’s voluminous 
papers, and gives us an intimate day-to- 
day portrait of the caged Emperor. 

Lowe and O’Meara are the principal 
characters, after Napoleon himself, and thé 
narrative reads like a novel of nervous 
conflict. Six hundred pages go to this new 
Samson Agonistes.

A Breathing Space 


At last there seems to be a ray of hope 
in the international situation regarding 
Spain, At yesterday afternoon's meeting 
of the Non Intervention Committee in 
London the representative of the Nether- 
lands proposed that the British Govern- 
ment should be invited to seek a way out 
of the apparent impasse. His suggestion 
was supported by the representatives 
of Italy, France, Germany, Belgium, 
‘Rumania and Yugoslavia, and passed 
unanimously by delegates from no fewer 
than twenty-seven different States. Lord 
Plymouth, Chairman of the Committee, 
and British representative, consulted with 
his Government during an interval in the 
proceedings, announcing afterwards that 
everything possible would be done to solve 
the problem, and that an effort would be 
made to call the Committee together again 
next week. It is necessary at this stage 
to recall the events which led up to the 
present crisis. After the alleged attack 
by Spanish submarines on the German 
cruiser Leipzig, Germany and Italy with- 
drew from the scheme of naval control, 
under which their ships had: been patrol. 
ling the East coast of Spain. Great 
Britain and France offered to fill the gap 
thus created, but the Germans and Italians 
refused to approve of this offer. They. 
then made a counter-proposal, suggesting 
that naval control should be abandoned 
altogether, that land control. should be 
retained, and that belligerent rights 
should be granted to both sides in the 
Spanish Civil War. Britain and France, 
in their turn, refused to agree to this 
plan, on the grounds that, in the first 
place, no proof had, been adduced to 
convict the Spanish Government of guilt 
for the Leipzig affair, and that, 
next place, the Italo-German plan would 
work entirely in favour of General 
Franco's side. The French were particu- 
larly opposed to this scheme. At one 
period it seemed as if they would refuse 
to have anything .more to do with non: 
and would open their land 
frontier with Spain for the supply of arms

such extreme measures 
and now Europe can breathe 
again for a space. 

The reat issue in all this business of 
non-intervention must be faced sooner or 
later. It is the clash of interests between 
Italy and the. British Commonwealth. 
There are many other matters at stake; 
but in the last analysis Rome and London 
stand opposed. Nobody who has been 
reading the Italian newspapérs, or listen- 
ing to Italian broadcasts, especially from 
the station at Bari, can have the least 
doubt on this point.

Mussolini—for he is 
Italy—regards himself as a virtual 
the Mediterranean; and 
wherever he looks for a means of escape he 
finds some British interest athwart his 
path. He blames the British for the 
sanctions that were applied against Italy 
by the League of Nations during the 
Abyssinian crisis; he also blames them for 
General Franco’s failure to secure an 
easy victory in Spain. In his speech at 
yesterday’s meeting of the Non-Interven 

tion Committee in London, Count Grandi, 
the Italian Ambassador, made it fairly 
clear that Britain was considered to be the 
villain of the piece. His remarks were so 
outspoken that Lord Plymouth was com- 
pelled in the afternoon to inform the 
Committee that His Majesty’s Government 
was not prepared to accept strictures on 
its conduct from anybody, however highly 
placed, reminding his colleagues that if all 
the nations had observed the principles of 
non-intervention in Spain as punctiliously 
and as faithfully as they had been 
observed by Great Britain, a vastly 
different condition of affairs would exist. 
to-day. It was high time that such plain 
language should be used. Nothing can 
be gained by pretence. A strict censor- 
ship prevents the Italian people from all 
knowledge of what is happening outside 
their borders; but if Signor Mussolini 
himself realises that he cannot twist the 
lion’s tail indefinitely, a good day’s work 
will be done. 

We do not suggest for a moment that 
the British are plaster saints. Many 
things have occurred in their history that 
cannot be regarded as sources of national 
pride; but they have a clear conscience in 
the Spanish controversy. From the start 
of the Civil War the British policy has 
been to localise the struggle. This policy 
may have been dictated as much by 
motives of self-interest as by principles of 
high altruism; but the fact remains that 
it has been followed conscientiously and 
without deviation. British volunteers 
have fought on the Government ‘side in 
Spain ; but they have been genuine volun- 
teers—men such as John Cornford and 
Ralph Fox, who were the very antitheses 
of militarists. They never were encouraged 
by the Government, and, when all is said 
and done, they only were the merest 
handful. What has been Italy’s record in. 
this matter? Signor Mussolini’s legions 
have been sent to Spain with their own. 
officers, in military formations, and in the. 
shape of a perfectly organised expedi-

Social Service 


At a time when policies oí social service 
are put forward in keen rivalry by parties 
which compete for control of an Irish 
Government it is instractive to come upon 
some hitherto forgotten utterances of a 
hundred years ago Nassau Senior (1790- 
1864) was one of the chief English dis- 
ciples of Adam Smith. His part in the 
development of economic theory is ad- 
mitted to be considerable, and a 
biographer, Dr. Marian Bowley, who has 
unearthed neglected documents, 
prove that it was greater than has been 
realised. What is of keen interest to Irish 
readers, however, 
Senior gave, a hundred years ago, con- 
cerning provision for the Irish poor. The 
social service which he recommended was 
—none at all. Ireland was populated 
twice as densely then as now. The country 
was undeveloped and backward ; the great 
famine was looming. What should be 
done? The brain, regarded as one of the 
best in economic science, considered, re- 
ported, and advised. ‘‘ Do nothing,” was 
the counsel, This, be it marked, was not 
the result of heartlessness or malice 
Senior, true to Adam Smith’s principles, 
honestly believed that it was best for 
humanity not to be helped, but to help 
itself under the blind instinct of self- 
preservation, self-interest. England had 
its Poor Law, and Senior defended it on 
the ground that it was intended merely 
to cope with accidental distréss. Its aim 
was not to raise the genera] standard of 
living, which was Ireland's need if the 
great population was to thrive or survive 
The chronic poverty of Irish labourers was 
regrettable—yes; but it. was not the 
State’s business to correct it. What party, 
what politician, what economist would 
propose so callous a treatment of human 
suffering to-day, under the constraint of 
economic theory?

Senior, as his 
biographer says, did part company with 
the strict school of laissez-faire in ‘his 
counsels on Ireland; for, while he ‘was 
not willing to ameliorate poverty, he pro- 
posed measures to abolish the poor. In 
other words, he designed a drastic reduc. 
tion in the population. There had been 
talk, even then, of the duty of landlords 
to maintain the people on their estates. 
Such humanitarian doctrine Senior de- 
nounced as a plan of confiscation—“ a 
forced ademption of property, literally an 
ademption by the State.” The proposal 
of peasant proprietorship was theoretically 
fine, but, in Senior’s view, unjust to 
landlords and unfitted to Ireland. ‘‘'The 
existence of rent,” he wrote, “is the only 
means by which the population of a 
eountry is proportioned to the demand of 
labour.” It was the interest of a land. 
lord that his land should support just the 
number of people whose labour would 
render it most fruitful. “If the great 
duty of a landlord be so to manage his 
estate as to render it the seat of pros- 
peronus tenants, and moral, industrious 
and well-paid labourers—the first step in 
the performance of this duty is to prevent 
it from being occupied by an excessive 
population.” The Irish landlords should 
check the indiscriminate increase of 
houses, and the poor should be dis- 
couraged from increasing their numbers 
or their homes. Let no relief be given to 
people who multiplied beyond a figure 
agreeable to the interests of persons of 
property, and that would teach them—or 
exterminate them. Senior, it may be 
added, was drastic in all directions. He 
proposed to put an end to Irish unrest, so 
far’ as it had spiritual roots, by confis- 
cating a majority of Protestant bishoprics 
and transferring their temporalities to 
the Church of the majority, the clergy of 
which would receive a stipend from the 
State. Does it not make a reader rub his 
eyes to find such proposals as the best 
that wisdom could propound in a time 
that men still living can remember? How 
great is the contrast between Senior’s 
advice and what, for better or worse, has 
come to pass! In his day laissez-faire 
ruled all. To-day we would be thankful 


for a little laissez faire just now and 
again.

The Open Championship 


After the unhappy débdcle of the 
Ryder Cup the British professionals went 
up to Carnoustie for the Open Champion- 
ship with heavy hearts and a certain lack 
of confidence in their own capabilities. 
The most patriotic prophets foresaw the 
presence of at least five Americans in the 
first eight, while others, with less 
patriotism, but, perhaps, a greates 
degree of honesty, said that the Ameri- 
cans probably would till the first twelve 
places. Certainly, there was justification 
for'such a gloomy view. The U.S. Ryder 
Cup team had been preceded across “the 
Atlantic by lyric reports of its brilliance, 
and, when it appeared in practice at 
Southport, these rumours seemed to be 
only too true. Here was a team of 
supermen, and the supermen proceeded 
to live up to their respective reputa- 
tions. As if it were not enough 
that the Americans should play nearly 
faultless golf, the British representa- 
tives went so far to pieces as to 
miss eighteen-inch putts, and to perform 
wild and exotic evolutions on the fair- 
ways, Thus it looked as if America 
would find it necessary to pack not only 
the Ryder Cup, but also the Open Chan- 
pionship trophy for the voyage home. 
Now the entirely unexpected has hap- 
pened, Henry Cotton wins hy two 
strokes from Reginald Whitcombe : an un- 
known American, Lacey, is third; then 
come Charles Whitcombe, Byron Nelson 
and Ed. Dudley; and Alfred Padgham 
gains the seventh place. British golf has 
been set upon a pedestal from which it 
never may be removed.

MR. NORTON REJECTS BRITISH 
COMMONWEALTH

NO DICTATOR : NO CURB 
ON TRADE UNIONS 


STATEMENT issued yesterday by the Labour Party, and an 

address delivered last night by Mr. Norton, T.D., to his 

constituents in Kildare, afford some indication of the attitude which 
Labour proposes to adopt in the new Dail. 


Mr. Norton says that the Labour Party, ““ being thoroughly 
national and republican, “ will strive to ensure that ‘‘ the national 


advance will continue unimpeded.’”’ 


The earlier communiqué, 


while preclaiming that the party ‘‘will continue to pursue a policy 
of complete independence,’’ adds that ““ it will vigorously oppose 
any policy which is calculated to impede the national advance. '” 


Both speech and officia] statement register opposition to those 
Articles in the Constitution which ““ are calculated to give undue, 
and possibly dictatorial, powers to the new President,’’ or which 
makes possible legislation which in any way ‘‘impairs the effective- 
ness of the trade union movement.’’ 


Stress is laid in each case on the prevailing unemployment and 
the poverty of small farmers and agricultural labourers. 


To talk of prosperity in view of the fact that we have 
over 100,000 unemployed is a display of cynicism 
—an ignoring of the sufferings of the thousands of 
people who are compelled to exist on the hunger rates 
of unemployment benefit,’’ says Mr. Norton. 


The increase in emigration to Britain is instanced as proof of the 


‘* chronic misery ”’ 


in the country. 


Mr. Norton also denounces any attempt to interfere with the 
freedom of the Press, which, he declared, is ‘* the only alternative 


to dictatorship. ”’

PEOPLE’S CHRONIC MISERY 


The Labour Party’s statement was issued 
after a meeting, which was held last even- 

cr at the offices in Molesworth street, 
Dublin. It reads as follows (the cross- 
headings are ours) :— 
‘ The outstanding feature of the recent 
election was that, while all other parties 
lost seats, the Labour Party was the only 
party which succeeded in increasing its 
representation in the Dail. The gam of 
five seats by the Labour Party, together 
with the fact that seven’ of its eight out- 
going deputies headed the poll, or were 
elected on the first count, is a striking 
vindication of the policy of the party dur- 
ing the past five years.

DICTATORSHIP ” 


“- Believing in democracy, we stand for 
the freedom of the Press,” said Mr. 
William Norton, T.D., in a speech at 
Kildare last night. “ We may disagree 
with what a newspaper or its political 
correspondents may say, but they are the 
only real safety valve. The only alterna- 
tive to dictatorship is to allow the Press 
wide powers of expression so long as it does 
not offend against public order or 
morality.”’ 

The demand to muzzle the Press would 
mean the muzzling of him and of those 
who were listening to him. If that 
happened their minds and their consciences 
would not be their own. - They would be’ 
allowed to act only in accordance with 
whatever the clected Government decided. 
The Labour Party stood for the right to 
write and speak freely. 

The Labour Party. being thoroughly 
national and republican, would strive 
to ensure that the national advance 
would continue unimpeded. Because 
they believed that the destiny of the 
country was not to be found in a 
forced partnership with the other 
countries of the British Common- 
wealth, they claimed that their people 
must enjoy as large a measure of 
liberty in their own land as tlie 
Frenchman, the Belgian or the Dane 
enjoyed in their respective countries. 


THE CONSTITUTION 

So far as the Constitution contained 
articles which forwarded the national 
advance it would have the support of the 
Labour Party, but they were opposed to 
other dangerous articles in that. Constitu-. 
tion. They were opposed to those articles 
which threatened to give the new Presi- 
dent powers which made him as much a 
dictator as Mussolini in Italy or Stalin 
in Russia.

There was still no news yesterday ol 
the young Irish air pilot, Mr. R. Grubb, 
who disappeared in his Aeronca mono- 
plane after passing over Holyhead on a 
flight to Dublin two days ago.

THE INCIDENTS 


The incidents referred to are stated to 
have occurred during the recent visit of the 
American and New Zealand expeditions to 
view the Solar eclipse. When the imperial 
sloop, Wellington, arrived with the New 
Zealanders, the American ship, Avocet, 
attached to the naval air arm, was found 
to be occupying the only known anchorage, 
and her commander declined to comply 
with the request of the commander of the 
Wellington that he should move, 

British sovereignty over Canton Island 
was proclaimed last year, when the sloop 
Leith hoisted the Union Jack and erected 
a notice board on the island stating that 
it belonged to Great Britain. 

The Leith revisited the island in 
January and erected a second board during 
her so-called ‘‘ mystery ” cruise. 

Finally the sloop, Wellington, added a 
third board to the collection, together with 
a plinth bearing the Union Jack engraved 
in iron. ‘ 

The Americans, however, were equally 
busy nearby erecting a concrete pyramid 
in which the Stars and Stripes were em- 
bedded in stainless steel. :

MR. MACDONALD’S 
STATEMENT 


ATTITUDE TO GENERAL 
HERTZOG'S SPEECH 


From Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Friday. 


M R. Malcolm Macdonald (Secre- 

tary of State for Dominion 
Affairs) made an important state- 
ment on South African affairs in the 
House of Commons to-day. 

Captain Peter Macdonald (Conservative) 
asked whether the Dominions Secretary 
had seen the announcement by General 
Hertzog .regarding the High Commission 
territories in South Africa, and whether 
he had any statement to make on the 
matter ? 

Mr. Malcolm Macdonald said—I have 
seen the Press reports of General 
Hertzog’s statement. Clearly there has 
been some misunderstanding with regard 
to this matter. General Hertzog is re 
ported as saying that when he raised the 
question of transfer of the territories in 
1926 he was told by’ the responsible 
Ministers here that the time was not then 
propitious, inter alia, because of the 
imminence of a general election in this 
country, There is no record here to this 
effect. Indeed, no such reason could 
have been given because no election: was 
pending at that time, and none, in fact, 
took place until nearly three years later. 

As regards General Hertzog’s statement 
that in 1935 he was given a written 
assurance in which the prospect was set 
out that transfer would possibly occur 
after a few years at least, so far as one or 
two of the territories are concerned, this, 
of course, refers to the agreement which 
was reached between General Hertzog and 
my predecessor that year, and which is 
embodied in the aide memoire published as 
CMD 4948. The aide memvire states that 
the policy of both Governments for the 
next few years should be directed to bring. 
ing about a situation in which, if transfer 
were to become a matter of practical] 
politics, it could be effected with the full 
acquiescence of the populations concerned. 
With this end in view it was proposed that 
the closest possible co-operation should be 
established between the Union. Government 
and the administrations of the territories. 


AGAINST HURRY 


In July of last year General Hertzog 
concurred in my informing the House that 
there was no agreement or understanding 
that the transfer of the territories or any 
of them should take place in any specified 
time, and that he agreed with the view of 
His Majesty’s Government in the United 
Kingdom that it was essential to the success 
of the policy of co-operation that it should 
not be hurried, and that until the policy 
had had a fair trial any predictions as to 
the period within which it might be ex- 
pected to succeed in bringing about the 
situation which the two Governments had 
in mind when the aide memoire was issued 
must necessarily be in the nature of con 
jecture. 

I am sorry that General Hertzog should 
feel that there has been a failure on the 
part of His Majesty’s Government in the 
United Kingdom to carry out an under 
taking given in 1935 regarding the instruc 
tions to be sent to the officials in the 
territories for implementing this policy. 
Here also there must be some misunder. 
standing, for, as was stated by my pre. 
decessor in the House at the time, the 
instructions to the High Commissioner in 
connection with the agreement of that 
year were shown to General Hertzov before 
they were sent, and he concurred in their 
terms, 


TWO CONVERSATIONS 


I had two conversations with General 
Hertzog on this subject while he was in 
this country recently, at the second of 
which Mr. Havenga was also present. 
Genera! Hertzog pressed the view that the 
process of transferring the territories to 
the Union should begin in the near future. 
Í explained that the situation described 
in the aide memoire had not yet greatly 
altered. . IT made it clear that His 
Majesty’s Government in the United 
Kingdom adhered without any qualifica- 
tion to the terms of the agreement which 
had been reached between him and my 
predecessor, and I undertook to consider 
carefully what further steps were now 
practicable to implement that policy. At 
the conclusion of our talks General 
Hertzog and | agreed that after his return 
to Soutn Africa we should communicate 
further with each other regarding this. 

His Majesty’s Government in the 
United Kingdom are determined to carry 
out loyally the policy which was acreed 
to two years ago, and I share the hope 
which General Hertzog has expressed that 
the question may be solved in the best 
interests of all the peoples concerned in 
friendly co-operation, 

Mr. A. Henderson (Labour)—Will not 
a serious situation arise if General 
Hertzog carries out his threat to take 
action / 

Mr. Macdonald said that he proposed to 
get into touch with General Hertzog, and 
for the present he must leave it at that. 
‘Mr. Attlee (Leader of the Opposition )— 
I hope there is no intention of handing 
over the territories to the Union against 
the will of the people? 

Mr. Macdonald replied that, of course, 
His Majesty’s Government would fully 
adhere to the pledges they had given— 
that no transfer would take place unti! 
the local populations have been consulted. 
In reply to a further question, he added 
that, in any event, there could be no 
transfers of territory until Parliament had 
been given the opportunity of expressing 
its views,

The crisis had been brought about by 
the German and Italian withdrawal from 
participation in the naval control scheme 
off the coast of Spain after an alleged 
attempt to torpedo the German warship, 
Leipzig. Great Britain and France had 
offered to fill the gap on the east coast, 
while Italy and Germany had made a 
counter-proposa!l to abolish nayal control, 
1etain land control, and grant belligerens 
rights to both parties. 


LORD PLYMOUTH’S 
ANNOUNCEMENT 


Great Britain undertook the task of 
finding a solution only after Lord 
Plymouth (Chairman of the Committee) 
had consulted with members of his 
Government during the interval between 
the morning and evening sessions of the 
Committee. Lord Plymouth, announcing 
the British Government’s acceptance of 
the task, said that the Government 
realised the gravity of the situation, but 
since the Committee had been good enough 
unanimously to entrust them with the 
task of finding a way out, the British 
Government were prepared to undertake 
the effort. At the same time he must 
point out on behalf of the British Govern- 
ment that if they were to succeed they 
would require the maximum: of co-opera- 
tion from all concerned. The United 
Kingdom Government realised the urgencv 
of the situation, and they were prepared 
to call the Committee together Paki at 
the earliest possible day next week. 

When the resolution was put forward 
by the Netherlands Minister it was 
immediately accepted unanimously, and 
speeches in support of it were made, 
among others, by the Italian, French, 
German, Belgian, Rumanian, and Yugo- 
slavian repiesentatives. 


BRITAIN’S ATTITUDE 


When the meeting was resumed last 
uvening Lord Plymouth said that he did 
not want to continue the controversial 
discussion which had taken place during 
the morning, bus certain things had becn 
said, and certain criticisms had been 
levelled against the British Government, 
which he felt constrained to answer. ‘The 
British Government was not prepared to 
accept strictures on its conduct, no matter 
from what quarters those strictures came. 
[f all the other Powers had observed the 
non intervention agreement in the letter 
and the spirit as the United Kingdom 
Government had done, the position in 
Spain would have been different from 
what it is to-day. a would ask the 
Committee to consider t: s statement. 

Lord Plymouth also pointed out that the 
situation had not arisen from the bombing 
of the Deutschland, because that matter 
had been settled by the bombardment of 
Almeria, after which the German Govern- 
ment had declared that the incrleat was 
closed. 

Regarding the Leipzig incident, he was 
bound to say that it would be hard to find 
in Great Britain the handful of people 
who would have been prepared to see the 
British Government join im any con- 
demnation of the Spanish Government 
without giving that Government the 
chance to state their case. 

It was no fault of the British Govern- 
ment that there were ao longer four 
Powers engaged in the naval patrol. When 
the question of impartiality was raised 
the British Government had offered to take 
observers from neutral countries on board 
their ships. These proposals were not, 
however, acceptable to Germany and Italy, 
who made counter-proposals. The counter- 
proposals were not acceptable to the 
British Government, because in the view 
of the British Government they would 
eliminate from sea observation a vital 
part of the coast of Spain. . 

The granting of belligerent rights could 
not be substituted for a Naval Control 
scheme, because this would unfairly assist 
one side in the Spanish Civil War, 

As regarded the withdrawal of volun- 
teers, the Italian representative had said 
that this was not important, but Lord 
Plymouth said that he thought It was a 
matter of the greatest importance, both 
from the European and from the world 
point of view. So long as volunteers were 
there, the solution of the Spanish ques- 
tion, as a whole, was rendered more diffi- 
cult, if not impossible. He could not fail 
to think that most of the speeches to 
which he had listened had made no con- 
structive contribution towards the solu- 
tion of the problem before the Committee. 
The British Government were prepared to 
consider any practical proposals put 
before them. 


DUTCH MINISTER’S 
SUGGESTION 

It was at this point that the Nether- 
lands Minister stated that he thought the 
Committee should invite the British 
Government to undertake the task of 
trying to find a solution, and to make an 
effort to bring together the two contend- 
ing parties.

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ISLAND ABLAZE 
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MUNITION DUMP 
EXPLOSION 


From Revter’s CoRRESPONDENT. 


HELSINGFORS, Friday. 
One person is officially reported to have 
died from injuries, and three cthers are 
in hospital in a serious condition as a 
result of a series of explosions to-day in a 
military munitions dump on Vallisaari 
Island, near Fort Sveaborg, about two 
miles from here. | 
In all twenty-one persons were taken to 
hospital, but seventeen were discharged 
after treatmeut. Sixteen small houses on 
the island are stated to have been wrecked. 
The explosions weré heard all over 
Helsingfors. Ambulances rushed down to 
the shore, where they were soon joined by 
large crowds. Ships which put out to the 
rescue found it difficult to approach the 
island owing to the clouds of flame and 
smoke rising from the scene of the cata- 
strophe. 
Many shells fell into the sea, and the 
rush of air from them overturned rowing 
boats to which the inhabitants of Villisaari 
had taken; They were, however, able to 
swim to land. 
It 1s feared that further explosions may 
take place, as it has so far been impossible 
to ascertain whether any part of the dump 
remains intact. 
There were no civilians on the island 
other than the staff of the dump and their 
families. 
The cause of the explosions is not yet 
known. It is thought they may have 
started in an experimental laboratory.

OR the second time in four years T. H. 

F Cotton is Open champion. e regained 

the title here to-day in weather which 

at one time threatened to bring about a 
cancellation of the day’s play. 

Cotton’s a es was 200—his four 
rounds being 74, 72, 73, 7i—and he won a 
stern chase to overtake the brothers Reginald 
and Charles Whiteombe in a _ thrilling 
struggle. 

The new champion already possessed a 
reputation for perfect golf, but to-day he 
made it evident that he is also a courageous 
fighter. He started the last round three 
strokes behind Reginald Whitcombe, and it 
was then almost impossible for any player to 
keep the ball im play sufficiently well. for low 
scoring. The teemg grounds were slippery, 
the fairwaysehad pools of water, and the pace 
of the greens varied according to the amount 
of moisture in the turf. The club grips be- 
came wet, and it was easy tc mis-hit the ball. 


THE PITCH AND. PUTT 
DID IT 


Cotton was not faultless through the 
greens, but he was wonderfully successful in 
his efforts to defeat the conditions by superb 
pitching and putting. Eleven times on the 
last round he was down with a pitch and a 
putt from just off the green, and it was in 
this way that he obtained figures which 
astonished the enormous gallery. 

So enthusiastic were the spectators that 
15,060 yathered from all parts of the course 
when they knew that Cotton was playin a 
winning hand, and they defied the sod Fa 
weather to watch the: closing stages, 

When Cotton, for the eleventh fime on 
the round, laid a pitch dead at the last 
hole and knocked in the putt for a five and 
the title, the crowd gave vent to a mighty 
roar and sang “For He's a Jolly Good 
Kellow’’ as they escorted the winner from 
the scene. 

[he position at the end of the third round 
showed that America was definitely out of 
1 Reginald Whitcombe led his brother 
Charles by two strokes, and Cotton by three, 
and the leader, who had played magnificent 
golf to keep his advantage, went out just 
ufter noon on his final round. 

By this time the conditions had become 
terrible, and Whitcombe, fighting for his 
figures, was beaten by the rain at the 
seventh, where his club slipped from his 
srasp as he was driving, and he sent the 

all only’ twenty yards. A 6 there meant 
that Cotton had a chance of jumping in, and 
Whitcombe, when. he took three putts at 
the twelfth and pulled his tee shot at the 
l6th, must have known that he was in 
danger of defeat. 


CHAMPION’S LAST ROUND 


Cotton started his last round full “of con- 
fidence. He holed a five-yarder for a 3 at 
the second, and, despite driving into the 
rough at the seventh, went out in 35. From 
that moment he was on top. Still chipping 
and putting like a wizard, he reeled off par 


after par until the fifteenth, where for once. 


he missed a putt of five feet for his 4. He 
nearly holed a chip at the 16th, however, 
and after being bunkered from his drive at 
the last hole, laid another run-up by the hole 
side to beat Whitcombe by two strokes. 

Meanwhile, Charles, like his brother, was 
finding the weather difficult to fight. His 
id for the championship ended at the 15th, 

here a slippery grip caused him to miss 

drive, and he took 6. 

There was left only Charles Lacey, an 
English-born American. professional and 
hrother of Arthur, the Britisi: international. 
He went out in 36 on the last round. To 
come home in 33 in the prevailing conditions 
was an almost impossible task, “however, and, 
although Lacey strove to the last, holing a 
long putt for a 2 at the sixteenth, he had to 
be content with third place three behind 
Cotton. 

Alfred Padeham s efforts to retain the title 
virtually finished at the eighteenth on his 
third round, where he was in the burn and 
took a 7, and E. Dudley, leader on the first 
round, ruined his chances with a third round 
of 78. 

lt was a great victory for British golf, 
for it was the first occasion since 1935, when 
Densmore Shute won for America, that there 
had been a mass attack by the United States 
on the title. 

Cotton, who is in his thirtieth year, has 
had a great career since he turned professional 
at the age of 17. He was the first British 
professional for ten yedrs to win the Open 
Championship when he was successful at 
Sandwich in 1934 after some remarkable 
record-breaking. During the last seven years 
he has won nearly every important tourna- 
ment, and has perfected an individual style 
of play which has been copied by hundreds of 
After his victory Cotton said: “1 
am more proud than I can say. It was worth 
all the hard work and. the long hours of 
practice which I found necessary. Not only 

myself, but also for British golf am I 
ised at the result of this week's play.”
